Motor Gondola Damaged 
As Huge Ship Is Pulled 
From Hangar by Japa- 
nese. 


Tokyo, August 22.—(Thursday)— 
(United News.)—Bluejackets early to- 


Tokyo, August 22.—(Thursday)— 
United News.) —The Graf Zeppelin, 
victor over rain and storms, ran into 
bad luck this morning for the first 
time on its flight around the world, 
and departure for Los Angeles was 
postponed a few minutes before the 
scheduled take-off, 

As the Graf Zeppelin was being 
walked from its hangar, the rear en- 
gine gondola raked the ground, spring- 
ing the gondola supports. The dirigi- 
ble was walked on out on the field 
at 4:07 a. m. (2:07 p. m. eastern 
standard time) before the damage was 
realized, 

The Graf Zeppelin’s tail was just 
clearing the hangar door when the 
iirigible’s grey nose tipped upwards, 
pushing the rear gondola to the 
ground, The ground crew held the 
ship steady and, when it was deter- 
mined that the gondola was dam- 
aged, easily returned it to the hangur. 

May Take Three Days. 

“The ground crew held the tail 
lown too hard, causing it to strike,” 
said Captain Hans CC. Flemming in 
explaining the accident. “It knocked 
off the rear gondola supporis and 
damaged them. [ believe, however, 
we can start at 4 a. m. Fridday.” 

Other officials were not so optimis- 
tic and said it might not able 
to depart before Saturday lufér. 
A cable connecting the damayed gon- 
dola to the control room was sprung, 
making necessary considerable adjust- 
ments throughout the interior of the 
big gas bag. 

The passengers said they hardly 
felt the jar when the accideut oc- 
curred. 

Dr. Hugo Eckener announced that 
repairs would require ercbably 24 
hours and the dicigible was returned 
to the hangar, where the passengers 
disembarked. The commander said 
he hopes to start for Amer'ca Friday 
morning.

Senate, During Busy Ses- 
sion, Completes Study 
of More Than a Third of 
Appropriations Bill.

In one of the busiest and 
progressive sessions of the 1929 legis- 
lature, the state senate Wednesday 
cleared from the calendar its third 
important statutory tax measure by 
passing the house gross income tax 
and completed an item by item study 
of more than a third of the general 
appropriations bill. 

The gross income, or 
measure was passed by a 27-19 vote 
after an amendment recommended by 
the finance committee had been adopt- 
ed allowing persons subject to the 
provisions of both the gross income 
and the recently passed Boykin net 
income tax to pay only the tax which 
would yield the larger revenue to the 
state. 

Passage of this amendment along 
with several others affecting alloca- 
tion and application of the tax will 
necessitate the bill's being returned 
to the house of representatives for 
concurrence in or rejection of the 
senate amendments. The measure was 
originally introduced in the house gad 
was passed in the lower body by a 
large majority. It provides for a tax 
of 1 mill on gross receipts of retail 
and wholesale sales, 3 mills on 
ceipts of publie utilities and of amuse- 
ments and one-half mill on manufac- 
turers.

Hypodermic Injection Oxy- 
dizes Growth in Quick 
Time. 


Boston, August 21.—(#)—Discov- | 
ery of a compound that dissolves and | 
apparently cures cancer in animals in| 
a few days was announced at the. 
thirteenth international physiological 
congress at Harvard Medical school 
today. 

It is injected hypodermically into 
the cancer and its effect is quite lit- 
erally to cause the malignant cells to! 
breathe themselves to death. | 

Scientifically the process is named | 
oxidation, and it means that the ab-'| 
normal cells get more oxygen than| 
normally filters through to them from 
breathing through the lungs. 

The discovery is the work of a 
young Russian, Boris Sokoloff, pro- 
fessor of experimental medicine of the 


Slovakia, at present. working as a 
guest with the institute of cancer re-| 
search of Columbia university. 

The preparation’s effect has not yet 
been obseryed on normal tissues, but 
it spreads throughout the cancer to 
the very outer tips of its growth. It 
has been used on 1,000 rats and mice, 
having four different types of cancer, 
including the malignant kind. An 
average of about 70 per cent of the 
experimental animals were to all ap- 
pearances cured, said Dr. Sokoloff, 
and in some experiments the apparent 
cures were 100 per cent. 

Dr. Sokoloff’s theory is that cancer| 
grows in an area which for some rea- | 
son has been deprived of sufficient 
oxygen, and that a disturbance in en- 
doctrine glands may be a cause of 
starting the growth. The endoctrines 
are ductless glands that produce secre- 
tions which medical science recently 
has found of great imporance in regu- 
lating health, energy and growth. 


HOPE ABANDONED 


Youths, Long Overdue, 
Have Joined Legion of | 
Lost—Coste Postpones 
Attempt Until Friday. 


New York, August 21.—(4)—The 
Swiss fliers, Oscar Kaesar and Kurt 
Luescher, were missing today, their 
names apparently added to the list of 
those who dared the perilous westward 
passage of the North Atlantic and lost 
their lives in the attempt. 

They were last seen two days ago, 
flving over the Azores on their way 
from Lisbon to New York. They 
should have arrived yesterday, but 
they failed to. appear. Somewhere 
between the Ocean Islands and the 
fogbound coast of America their ad- 
venture came to an untimely. end. 

They had little in their favor be- 
yond the courage of their youth, Their 
white monoplane was a sturdy ship of 
proven design, but it was unequipped 
for alighting on the water, neither 
of them knew much of navigation, and 
they had been flying only since 1927. 

But they had youth and everyone 
knows that youth will be served. So 
they took off with blithe audacity on 
the adventure that has brought failure 
or death to all who ever tried it ex- 
the crew of the German plane Bremen, 
who barely managed to achieve n 
crash landing on ice-bound Greenly 
Island. 

Admiral Charles F. Hughes, chief of 
naval operations, today asked mer- 
chant ships and ordered naval vessels 
plying the North Atlantic to keep 
close watch for the fliers, whose only 
means of staying alive if they had to 
bring their plane down at sea were 
inflated rubber suits and a rubber 
boat.

County Board Not To 
Call Referendum Until 
“Greater Atlanta” Plan 
Are Perfected. 


SETTLEMENT SEEN 
WITHOUT CAMPAIGN 


Conference Attended by 
School Leaders of City 
and County Concludes 
in Unanimous Agreement 


At a conference Wednesday in the 
office of Clark Howell, editor of The 
Constitution, between Superintendest 
W. A. Sutton and Chairman of the 
Board George B. Powell, of the At- 
lanta public schools, and Superintend- 
ent Jere A. Wells, and Arthur A. 
Wrigley, representing Chairman Tal- 
iaferro of the county board of educa- 
tion, preliminary steps were taken and 
an unanimous agreement was reached 
which will have a far-reaching effect 
in settling the vexatious problems in- 
volved in the proposed consolidation 
of the county and city school system. 

This conference was suggested by 
Dr. Plato Durham, of Emory univer- 
sity, who asked Mr. Howell to bring 
the two sides together in his office 
with the view of a possible agreement 
on a metropolitan district school plan 


that would be mutually satisfactory. 

Mr. Howell accordingly arranged 
the conference, both sides gladly agree- 
ing to participate, 

Under the law _as recently enacted 
by the general a§sembly the count 
board of education is authorized to a 
city council to calt a referendum wun- 
der the proposed merger of the two 
systems. 

It was the unanimous agreement of 
all parties at the conference that a 
metropolitan district school system 
harmonizing with the new Greater 
Atlanta could be worked out if time 
were given and that if such a system 
could be agreed upon, it would be ad- 
vantageous. 

All Agree On Plan of Procedure. 


All agreed that the merit of such 
a metropolitan school system was of 
such outstanding recognition that a 
satisfactory plan could be evolved, and 
to this end the city board of education 
will ask for a conference with. the 
county board with the view of provid- 
ing for a general conference of out- 
standing citizens representing all in- 
terests, to evolve such a plan. 

Superintendents Sutton and Wells 
both agreed that this would be the 
wise course to pursue and pledged 
their co-operation in an effort to 
establish such a system. 

Chairman of the City Board Powdl, 
Acting Chairman Wrigley, of the 
county board, likewise pledged their 
co-operation, both expressing the opin-

The 
survey is to be completed about No- 
vember 1 

Those attending today’s session in- 
cluded Secretary Good, Assistant Sec- 
retaries Hurley and Davison and Gen- 
eral Chas. P. Summerall, chief of staff. 
Davison hurried here for the meeting 
from a vacation tripjin Maine. 

What progress has been made by 
those studying army costs has not 
heen disclosed, and, in view of the 
secrecy thrown around the formula- 
tion of a department’s budget, nothing 
may be forthcoming on this work until 
a recommendation is made to congress 
at the regular December Session.

Big Business Has Become 


Opposed as Major Funds 
Are Now in Lines Hav- 
ing No Competition. 


BY MARK SULLIVAN. 

Washington, August 21.—What is 
happening to the tariff bill is the 
consequence of what amounts to an 
evolution to American industry. ‘The 
biggest part of American industry is 
indifferent to the bill. “Indifferent” is 
the precise word that describes its at- 
titude. The portions of industry that 
urgently need more protection and are 
therefore demanding this bill have 
come to be relatively a minor fraction 
compared to American industry as a 
whole. 

The small brothers of industry plead 
with the big brothers to help, but the 
big brothers remain indifferent. ‘The 
small brothers have, at one time or 
another, used pleading, cajolery, 
threats and reproaches, but the big 
brothers have remained deaf. 


Big Business Not Asking. 

In all the attacks on the pending 
bill, and all the accounts of hearings, 
no one has seriously charged that big 
business is asking for increases in 
rates. The requests for higher indus- 
trial duties have come from three 
classes of business. The first consists 
of whole units of industry, such as

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textiles and boots and shoes. In these 
cases the whole of the industry has 
united in showing the need for more 
duties. But these industries have in 
recent years become relatively minor 
factors compared io the really big 
industries of the country, such as au- 
tomobiles. 


The second class of supplicants for 
higher industrial duties consists of the 
smaller plants within industries. In 
several industries the larger corpora- 
tions can get along without more pro- 
tection, and it is only the smaller 
corporations that have appeared at 
the hearings. The third class of sup- 
plicants for more protection consists 
of comparatively small corporations 
doing business on the seaboard, where 
low ocean freight rates from abroad 
create local competition. 


U. 8S. Funds Abroad Opposed. 


What has happened during recent 
years and what now surprises Wash- 
ington is a revolution in American in- 
dustry. The major aspects of it can 
be summed up briefly. The bulk of 
American industry and capital has 
gone into industries and investments 
of a sort that do not depend on pro- 
tection. The industries that acutely do 
need protection have remained rela- 
tively stationary, while great new in- 
dustries, such as automobiles, petro- 
leum, radio and motion pictures have 
passed them in national importance. 
The industries needing protection rank 
less high in order of importance. 

Moreover, within ten years, an im- 
mense quantity of American capital 
has been loaned abroad for investment, 
and is either indifferent to the tariff 
or opposed to it. A further quantity 
of American capital has gone abroad 
in the shape of factories built in 
Europe. In the modern fluidity of 
things American capital is building its 
factories where the raw material is, 
or where labor is less expensive. Mem- 
bers of the senate finance committee 
were astonished to find the number 
of cases in which American industries 
have built factories abroad and are 
now partially in the role of importing 
familiar American articles from Euro- 
| pean factories to the United States. 


South Main Beneficiary. 


As another factor, the psychology 
of American industry has ehanged. 
They have come to think chiefly in 
terms of low costs of production. To 
minds set that way any idea of tariff 
is discomfiting. ‘To inject into the 
costs of industry a fixed tariff is re- 
pugnant to minds intent on reduction 
'of cost and price as the true philos- 
|ophy of industry. 

All these conditions have had their 
reflection in the minds of senators.

Slaying of Chinese

Oita, Kyushu. Japan, August 21.— 
(?)—Chang Tsung-chang, former 
Shantung war lord, will be tried in 
Getober by a Japanese court for the 
killing of Prince Hsien Kai, cousin 
of the former boy emperor of China, 
at Beppu August 2. 

Chang shot Prince Kai from the 
upstairs window of a hotel while the 
young Chinese was walking in the gar- 
den. His version of the affair was 
that the gun went off accidentally. 

Today a preliminary examination of 
the former powerful Chinese military 
leader on a charge of accidental homi- | 
cide was completed by the judge of the 
Oita district court. The verdict was 
that Chang must be formally tried, 
which corresponds to an indictment in 
American law. 

Chang was allowed his freedom on 
his own recognizance. 

The Japanese penalty for accidental 
homicide is varying terms of imprison- 
ment, although sentence frequently is 
suspended in accordance with the cir- 
cumstances.

doubtedly has been equalled only’ in 
the opening up of the western states 
of America. 


Manchuria, an immense domain of 
untold mineral wealth and unlimited

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Brown Is a Decent Chap Who

A little more than ten years ago a Kansas City bricklayer named Bill 
Smith had $50 in a bank. 

An orator told him the wovernment at Washington needed money 
‘and Bill drew his $50 from the bank and bought a bond. 

That means Bill loaned his $50 to the government and received in 
exchange a sheet of paper which was a promise to pay back the money. 

Bill’s $50 was sent to Washington, turned over to certain gentlemen 
who were agents of European nations called the Allies, and by them 
'spent for war supplies. 

it happened that Bill’s $50 fell into the hands of a gentleman who 
represented England. 

This gentleman from England accepted and spent Bill's $50, but he 
didn’t do business with Bill. He borrowed it from the government at 
Washington—borrowed it for his government in England, and gave in 
return his government’s promise to pay it back. 

When the war was over and men began to straighten out their tan- 
‘gled affairs the government in England owed the ‘government at Wash- 
ington great sums of money. 
it had been able to borrow this money: because it represented mil- 
lions of honest Britons who pay their debts. 

Among these was and is a man named Robert Brown, who earns 
. $20 a week as foreman in a factory that makes razor blades. 

When the English government borrowed the money and pledged it- 
self to repay it, that pledge was made in Brown’s name. 

And since it happens that Brown’s share of the great war debt is 
$50, the whole tangied transaction, stripped of its red tape, is reduced 
to the simple fact that Robert Brown, of London, England, owes $50 to 
| Bill Smith, of Kansas City, Missouri, U. S. A. - 

Brown can’t pay it direct to Bill, however. He must pay it to his 
| government in the form of taxes; his government must pay the govern- 
; ment at Washington; and the government at Washington will then ‘“‘re- 
'tire a bond’’—which means that it will return Bill’s money, 
| Brown pays a jot of taxes—say $8 a week out of his $20 income. 
That’s pretiy tough. But only a few cents of each week’s income are 
j used to pay off that $50 debt, for he and his son after him have been 
given sixty years or so to settle.the account. 

lf Brown and all the other Browns shouldn't pay, Bill would have to 

| Pay himself, 
That is, the government at Washington would tax him to get the 
‘money to pay off its bonded indebtedness, which means it would take 
1 $50 out of his pocket and then hand it back to him and say: “Here’s the 
money for that bond, Bill. Thanks for the loan.” 

Brown is paying, however; and‘since all wealth must be created, he 

must make and sell many a razor blade to raise that $50. 

And since the tariff wall keeps him from selling any to Bill, who is 
the world’s biggest buyer, he is having a hard, hard time and deserves

WARTINE. INDUSTRY 
DRAFT BIL PREPARED 


Washington, August 21.—(United 
News.)—Legislation to draft industry 
in time of war has been prepared vy 
the war department but whether it 
shall be sent to congress as an ad- 
ministration measure of preparation 
against some future national emer- 
gency has not been decided, the Unit- 
ed News learned today. 

Inquiry developed indications the 
entire draft project as it affects both 


men and industry may be scrapped in 
so far as the administration is con- 
cerned. A bill which would empower 
the president to draft all able-bodied 
men between the ages of 18 and 45 
in periods of national emergency was 
introduced in congress last May. 

Protests, including many from ad- 
ministration congressmen, overwhelmed 
the project. It subsequently was 
shown the man-power bill was not 
offered by the war department but 
was submitted to congress at the re- 
quest of a member of the house mili- 
tary affairs committee. In the midst 
of the popular outery against enact- 
ment of the bill Without correspond- 
ing legislation affecting industry. Sec- 
retary of War Good repudiated the 
measure in its present form, 

“It would be unjust,” he said, “to 
pass a law to draft man-power with- 
out provision for drafting the indus- 
trial group which will produce mate- 
rials the soldiers will use.” 

Good said the additional] legislation 
would be ready within 90 days, Mean- 
time, the army disclaimed all respon- 
sibility for the bill to draft man- 
power and no action was taken on it 
during the special session of con- 
cress. ‘The greatest organized pro- 
test against enactment of the ® bill 
came from the American Legion, 
whieh demanded that industry be si- 
multaneéously subjected to restrictions 
against profiteering. 

Doubt Bill’s Submission. 

Now that the companion _legisla- 
tion has been prepared, there is some 
doubt, the United News was informed, 
regarding submission to congress. It 
is not believed there will be any ad- 
ministration support for legislation 
which would involve a general policy 
of taking over control of industrial 
organizations. If advocates of the in- 
dustrial draft refused to be satisfied 
with less than transfer of control of 
individual industries to the govern- 
ment in time of emergency, the en- | 
tire draft project probably would be 
dropped, the United News was in- 
formed. A section of war department 
opinion reflects the view that adequate 
taxation and remote control are the 
most feasible means of handling the 
problem of industry in war time. 

Under a system of remote control, 
men employed in essential industries 
would be exempted from military 
draft. Manufacturers of mnon-essen- 
tials could he put on reduced produc- 
tion schedules or, if necessary, -re- 
quired to stop production, The main 
problem of profiteering would be 
solved, according to this plan, by as- 
sessing excess profits taxes and by 
controlling prices. 


Same Procedure. 

This procedure is similar to that ; 
followed during the late war and 
probably would not be acceptable to 
organizations pledged to a draft upon 
industry. Political parties since the 
war generally have given campaign 
platform recognition to anti-profiteer- 
ing projects, including the industrial 
draft. The problems of developing a 
concrete scheme of operation, however, 
have been difficult. 

Usually reliable sources today pre- 
dicted the man-power and industrial | 
bills would not be urged by the ad- | 
ministration except at the demand of | 
congress.

A-heavy infestation of the boll! 
weevil has been the greatest hinder- 
ance to the growing of cotton, reports 
show. But they have been checked to 
a minimum by extensive poisoning. 
Only a severe drought or a renewed 
rampage of the weevil will stop one 
of the best crops in years, 

Corn and other farm products, with 
the exception of peas and bay, are do- 
ing fine also, the reports show. De- 
snite the fact that much of the corn 
was planted late, it is growing off 
nicely and only a long drought will 
seriously hamper it now.

Sharp 
advances which sent an imposing as- 
sortment of pivotal industrials to new 
high ground during the forenoon were 
largely lost, and net losses were more 
conspicuous than gains at the close. 

The downturn was generally regard- 
ed as a corrective reaction following 
the startling advances in high-priced 
issues this week. Commission house 
acvices to take profits and the pros- 
pect that a ‘sharp increase in bre- 
kers’ loans may be announced tomor- 
row afternoon were important factors 
in the selling. 

The developments of the day in both 
credit and industry, however, were 
highly satisfactory. Call money slipped 
down to 6 per cent, the minimum rate 
for more than a year. Bankers point- 
ed out that the seasonal inflow of 
funds to New York in preparation for 
autumn trade was more than counter 
balancing the outflow of funds for 
crop moving. Ratés for 4 to 6-month 
maturities of bankers’ acceptances 
were increased slightly but this was 
not regarded as of much consequence. 
as few acceptances are created of 
longer than 90-day maturity. 

The weekly iron and steel trade re- 
views reported some further slacken- 
ing of demand, but stated that steel 
mill operations still held close to ¢a- 
pacity and well above this season last 
year. Iron Age said that the taper- 
ing of demand for steel is yet to be 
reflected definitely in mill operations, 
but added that the prospects for con- 
tinuance of the present rate of activity 
depend somewhat on the expected re- 
covery in automobile buying in Sep-

tember. American Metal Market stat- 
ed that there appears no disposition 
on the part of buyers to accumulate 
stocks. farnings reports and divi- 
dend actions continued generally pleas- 
ing.

been heard this summer there must 
be at least a spark of life left.

Maintaining 
that rate of growth, full-fashioned 
hosiery would before 1933 capture 
the entire ficld and completely elim- 
inate seamless, leaving only men’s 
lines for future growth. 


That such will be the case is high- 
ly improbable. Hopes are high for 
still better sales of seamless stock- 
ings next summer. The reappearance 
of longer skirts might adversely af- 
fest the sales of full-fashioned hosiery. 

But changes are that demand for 
full-fashioned will not fall off to any 
great extent, in fact, that moderate 
growth will continue. However, fig- 
ures on mill construction and expan- 
sion show that hosiery mills are efi- 
tirely too optimistic on the future of 
this industry.

Tech Plans To Start Football Games at 4:30, 
Finish Under Electric Lights 


It is, after all, a modification of night football—twilight 
é (Chip) Robert, Georgia 
Tech trustee, and W. A. Alexander have agreed upon for this 
fall. 


Their plans provide for the lighting of Grant field 
by the very latest system known to outdoor illumination 
experts and starting early football games at 4:30 p. m. 
As darkness falls along about the fourth quarter, the 
lights will be turned on and the game finished about 
6:30 o'clock. 


This, Mr. Robert says, would introduce football by electric 
lights to Atlantans without too deeply wounding sensitive sports | 
writers, who, to date, have been the only ones objecting. 

The late starting time for early games would give 
ample opportunity to test the feasibility of the scheme 
both from a playing viewpoint and from the popular 
standpoint. 

It would avoid starting games in the blistering heat of 2:30 
o’clock in early October without violently upsetting traditional 
routine. 


WHAT CHIP SAYS. 
Let Chip Robert talk about it: 
“The idea of night football for early games will be inaugu- 
rated gradually, according to our present plans. The late start- 


treme heat in the east stands and it will enable more people to 
work in stores and offices to attend. Merchants might even 
consider closing their stores early so that employes might attend 
games. 

“Furthermore, the late starting time would enable 

Tech alumni and friends in nearby towns to do a half 

day’s work Saturday and still have plenty of time to 

motor here for the game. 

“By starting games at 4:30 o’clock, Atlanta people would 
not have their evening’s social program interfered with; they 
would be enabled to watch a game in comfort; and, best of all, 
they would have plenty of time to finish their week-end business 
before game time. 

“I can speak from experience that this feature would 
be highly desirable. On the day of a football game my 


office is completely upset from 10 a. m. on. I feel that 
the same condition exists in other ‘offices. | 
“The transition from daylight to artificial light would be | 
made without a jar. The game would be started in full daylight 
after the sun and the temperature had started to sink. Then, as

SIX STEEL TOWERS. 

In discussing the proposed lighting system, Mr. Robert says 
that he has estimates on the erection of six steel towers each 90 
carrying a battery of eight powerful lights. Each 
of these lights ‘“‘covers’”’ the whole field and all 48 lamps will 
make a soft illumination completely cowering the field and the 
atmosphere for a height beyond which no punted football can 
tly. 

“The cost is not exorbitant,’”’ Mr. Robert said. “You 
may be sure that we would not plunge into any fool- 
hardy stunt without having thoroughly investigated it. 

“You may be sure that Grant field will be better illuminated 
than any football field in America. Atlanta deserves just that. 


“I would not be surprised if the plan of starting games 
late and finishing under the lights proved so desirable 
that ALL Tech’s football games will be played on that 
basis. 

“And I believe eventually it will lead to playing all early 
eople see that the

The Fast Moving Age. 


On more than one occasion Bobby Jones has been listed in cartoons 
and sketches and articles as a member of the oldtimers defending the 
heights against on-rushing youth. Ahd Jones is only twenty-seven. 

There was a time when twenty-seven stood at the first rim of one’s 
championship prime. But Jones at the age of twenty-seven has known 
thirteen years of national championships and nearly tifteen years of 
tournament play. | 

Thirteen or fifteen years of competitive sport makes one a veteran, 
whatever the age. The youthful players of today are getting good tech- 
nleal instruction in various games at the ages of nine, ten and eleven 
years. Large flocks of them around twelve know what most of the 
fundamentals are. An oldtime football player was astonished early last 
fall to see two young football teams, most of the players under fourteen, 
passing and punting and drop-kicking with the skill of collegians.

Mental Pictures. 


Certain mental pictures can be of great he!p in the art or science of 
knack of hitting a golf ball.

“The old boys who lived and golfed¢ 
in Scotland, played the game in Si- 
lence and then went home and forgot 
it.

There are many old books on 
golf, but nothing compared with what 
the present generation is going to 
hand down to posterity. 

“If there was any deep mystery 
connected with golf a hundred years 
ago our forefathers kept it to them- 
selves; we find no writings on the sub- 
ject of psychology or theory, and 
there were few books dealing with 
the art of shot-making and advice on 
what to do and what not to do. 

“The game was played for pleas- 
ure, and the old Scotch players re- 
fused to make work out of it, al- 
though golf has always been taken 
more or less seriously in Scotland. 
It has been something akin to a re- 
ligion. It is their life. 


TECHNICAL TERMS. 

“Today we hear of such things as 
good timing, bad rhythm, intentional 
slices and hooks, back spin, playing 
from the side out, long discussions 
about the follow through, and admo- 
nitions to keep the eye on the ball 
and the head down. If we fajl to kee» 
up with this sort of golf ourselves, our 
friends take it upon themselves to 
furnish free advice—sometimes at the 
most inopportune moments. One a.ust 
constantly be reminded of his faults, 
whether he is pleased to hear about 
them or not.” 

It is remarkable how my frien] hit 
the nail on the head. Golf is no 
longer a pleasure for a great many 
enthusiasts who feel duty bound to 
live up to a handicap, and who are 
miserable when they score a couple 
of shots more than they should. 

We Americans are responsible for 
most of this unrest and dissatisfaction. 
The American mind works a little dif- 
ferently from the English or Scotch 
mind in regard to sport. 

SQUEEZE IT ALL. 

Over here we go in for golf for all 
it is worth, and making a success of 
the game means winning trophies at 
tournament play. The $Americaa 
rushes to his business. When he is 
on the links he must either be playing 
for a large stake or he must be en- 
gaged in a tournament for a weekly 
handicap. 

I haye visited the British Isles sev- 
eral times and I have had a chance 
to observe the English and the Scotch 
golfers close up. Before I went abroad 
I had a very good idea what was what 
in Great Britain through the many 
Scotch and English players who came 
to the United States and from whom 
1 learned the game. 

The foréign plajers are not inclined 
to give as deep study to the game as 
we Americans do. When a foreigner 
goes out for an-. afternoon's golf he 
makes the most of it. He is never in 
a hurry, and when he finishes he is 
satisfied to let his clubs rest. The

On the other hand Senator Fletch- 
er has refused to make any definite 
statement in regard to his attitude, 
holding that until the bill is finally 
presented for passage, he would be to- 
tally wrong in committing himself in 
its favor. . He calls attention to the 
fact that he has been urged by many 
of his constituents to pledge himself 
to the Hawley bill, in which several 
hundred provisions have already been 
changed by the senate. 

Senator Fletcher's statement fol- 
lows: . 

“IT have consistently favored an ade- 
quate tax on fruits and vegetables im- 
ported into this country that com- 
pete with those grown in Florida and 
other states and if the bill in its final 
form does not contain provisions 
which make it more harmful than 
helpful for Florida and the rest of 
the country, I expect to vote for its 
passage. 

Not Wise Course. 

“T certainly do not consider it wise 
or expedient for a legislator to pledge 
that he will vote for any 
while it is in the making, especially 
when no one knows exactly what pro- 
visions it Will contain when it is sub- 
mitted for final passage. 

“You probably know that the sen- 
ate finance committee has already 

ade several hundred changes in the 
bill that passed the house and that 
a large number of persons totally 
ignorant of legislative procedure urged 
me to pledge outright that I would 
support the bill as it was passed by 
the house. 

“IT have always refused to sign 
blank checks. No man has ever been 
warranted in saying that I have op- 
posed, or am opposing or will oppose 
the bill.”
